NEW YORK’S VOTE. 


The World Polls the Congressmen of 
That State, 


AND THEY ALL SEEM TO SAY “BILL” 


It Is Agreed That He Will Get the 
Delegation, 


AND THAT CLEVELAND WILL NOT, 


But the Nominee Cannot Be Located 
Until the Time Comes 


Nearer. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—[Special.J— 
The New York World. of today contains 
interviews with nearly all the democratic 
congressmen from that state, on the ques- 
tion of who will get the New York delega- 
tion to the next democratic convention. 

Bourke Cochrane says Hill will get the en- 
tire New York delegation. Although it has 
not been arranged, he says nothing could be 


plainer. 
Amos’Cummings says: “Senator Hill will 


undoubtedly have the delegation to the na- 
ticnal convention.” 

Tim Campbell thinks likewise, though he 
will not commit himself as to who he is 
personally for. 

of Course It Is Hill. 

Congressman Dunphy says: “Why, of 
course, Hill will receive the New York dele- 
gation, and I don’t think Mr. Cleveland will 
get a single vote from New York. In any 
event, the unit rule will be adopted and 
the entire strength of the delegation will 


go for Hili.” 
Even Dan Lockwood Admits It. 

Dan Lockwood, of Buffalo, the man who 
placed Grover Cleveland in nomination for 
mayor of Buffalo, governor of New York 
and president of the §United States, said: 
“From the present outlook, I think Senator 
Hill will have the New York delegation 
in his favor. The state committee is a Hill 
committee, and the machinery is in the 
hands of his friends.’’ 

But We Must Wait. 

All of the congressmen interviewed ex- 
press the opinion that legislation might 
come up before congress within the next 
few months which would affect the entire 
situation, not as to the standing of New York 
state so nuch as that of the country, and 
they agree that it is impossible right now 
to predict with any degree of certainty who 
will get the next nomination. 

Senator Hiil’s Reception in the House, 

Senator David Bennett Hill made a great 
big hit in the house of representatives to- 
day. 

For over an hoar he held a regular Jevee in 
the lobby on the dem-cratic side of the 
house. 

It was the first time Senator Hii) had visited 
the house, and he was, escorted there by Amos 
Cumming: and Bourke Cochrane, and as soon 
as his presence became known his many ad- 
mirers ai.ong the members left their seats and 
rushed pell meil to where the New York sena- 
tor stood. There wasareguiar seramble to 
shake hands with him. Old members of 
the house say they never witnessed 
such an ovation in the house 
toany one who was not a member of the 
house. Thereception to Senator Hill is re- 
garded by shrewd politicians as a great display 
of strength upon the part of Senator Hillasa 
presidential oandidate. Men who a few 
months ago were abusing Hill, and saying 
that only Cleveiand wouid be the democratic 
standard bearer, were among the most enthu- 
siastic who took part in the reception. Even 
Speaker Pro Tem, McMillin left the chair 
to participate in the reception to the 
New York senator, and the chairman of 
nearly every committee in the house was like 
wise on hand to welcome him. Of course all 
the New York members were there, and a 
number of the Kentucky and Missouri con- 
gressmen were oqually as enthusiastic in wel- 
coming the New Yorker. 

The Enthusiastic Delegations. 

The solid delegations from Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, and most of those 
from Texas,, Tennessee and Arkansas, crowded 
around with the New Yorkers, But the wel- 
come accorded him by anumber of Missourians 
and Kentuckians is particularly significant, 
in view of the fact that the leading 
papers of those two states have 
been the most enthusiastic in their advocacy 
of Mr. Cleveland’s claims upon the presiden- 
tial nomination. It would seem to indicate, 
particularly in regard to Kentucky, that the 
statement in these dispatches several days ago, 
to the fact that a truce was being patched up 
between Editor Watterson and Governor Hill 
istrue. In regard to Missouri, the enthusiasm 
of the majority of the Missouri congressmen in 
welcoming Senator Hill -shows that The St.

Mr. Enloe on Congressional Funerals. 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, seems determined 
that there shall be no more congressional 
funerals. 

He seems to think that they are no more 
than junketing tours, the expenses of which 
have to be borne outof the public treasury. 
Believing this, he has introduced a bill pro- 
viding that not exceeding $500 shall be appro- 
priated towards the burial expenses of any 
deceased senator or representative. 

In speaking of his bill today, Mr. Enloe 
said: 

‘My bill to regulate the expense of congres- 
sional funerals is aimed at a notorious abuse. 
Of course, itis the position to ridicule every 
eifort to correct abuses which have grown gray 
with age. Idonot believeit to be right to 
spend a dollar for the funeral expenses of any 
public official, but the custom has become so 
firmly intrenched that I think itis doubtful 
whether or not I can get this measure passed, 
limiting tbe expense in any case to $500. It 
now costs all the way from several thousand 
to bury a rich senator, to one or two thousand 
to bury a pvor representative. I see 
The Post, of this city, refers to my bill 
as &@ Ineasure to secure cheap grief. Well, I do 
think congressional grief does come too high. 
Every tear shed by congress over its deceased 
members has cost the taxpayers a thousand 
dollars. I think we could get along very well 
with a cheaper quality of grief. The itemized 
bills for such junkets would show that the 
official mourners are not consumed with grief 
while performing their functions. It is not 
the outside emblems of official grief that so 
much need regulation and abridgement as the 
internal provisions for celebrating the event 
in the regujation style of a first-class ‘‘wake.” 
I can understand why the under- 
takers, the hotel keepers and _ other 
public purveyers are interested in keeping 
up the price of congressional grief to the pres- 
ent standard, but I cannot understand that the 
average taxpayer would object to reducing the 
tax On statesmén’s tours. Certainly it is com- 
paratively an insignificant matter to save a 
few thousand dollars where millions are 
wasted every year, but the principle is right, 
arid I would like to extend it all along the 
line.” E. W. B. 


WE HAVE HAD ENOUGH OF CHILE, 


And the People Seem to Think That In- 
stant Action Should Be Taken. 

WASHINGTON, January 14.—([Special.]— 
President Harrison is now convinced that the 
country will sustain him in a war policy. His 
correspondence from all sections of the coun- 
try within the last day or two convinces him 
that the people are not disposed to stand any 
more nonsense from Chile. They think that 
Chile has had an abundance of time in which 
to have decided the course she intended to 
pursue. A week or so ago President Montt 
claimed that he was busy organizing his cabi- 
net, and it was itnpossible for him to attend to 
any other business. The cabinet’ has. been or- 
ganized for more than a week, and still Chile 
has made no move in the matter, and there is 
no evidence that she intends to take any steps 
in the near future. 

The President Is Warlike. 

The president said today to several promi- 
nent men that he was about convinced that 
Chile was trifling with this government, and 
he felt sure the people of this country were in 
no humor to be trifled with. The president is 
particularly gratitied with the assurance he 
has had from southern members that the south 
is not only willing but anxious to sustain him 
in a declaration of war, which he is by no 
means averse to. Hesays that so far as his 
individual feelings are concerned, he thinks 
that we have been patient so long that pa- 
tience now ceases to bea virtue. With the 
exception of Mr. Blaine and Secretary of War 
Elkins, all the members of the cabinet fee] 
exactly the same way the president does. 

Grace Is Interested, 

The fine Italian hand of ex-Mayor William 
R. Grace, of New York, is becoming more 
and more visible. Colonel Thomas P. Ochil- 
tree, who has been the guest of Colonel North, 
the nitrate king of Chile, who now makes his 
home in London, has written a western repub- 
lican senator, who voted against the force bill, 
and is not a friend to the administration, to 
the effect that Colonel North and ex-Mayor 
Grace are working in harmony, and doing 
everything possible to prevent war. Grace is 
in constant cable communication with the 
nitrate king. Mr. Grace claims that Mr. 
Blaine will never consent toa war. Although 
this western senator hates the president, he 
says that President Harrison. deserves great 
credit, and he fears Mr. Blaine is inspired by 
selfish motives, for everybody knows it 
is not to the advantage of Grace 
and North to have a war. In case of 
war, if Chile was captured by this country, 
the United States would be very apt to take 
charge of the nitrate beds, and the foreign 
owners would be wiped out. 

The Dogs of War. 

It is Jearned late tonight, on what seems to 
be the best authority, that President Harrison 
is so convinced that there must be a war that 
he has all the necessary documents, including 
a message to congress, prepared, and all that 
In the mean-

THE DEADLOCK BROKEN. 


Tom Reed’s Counting Rule Followed in 
the Iowa Senate. 

Des Moines, Ia., January 14.—The dead- 
lock in the senate was broken this morning, as 
decided at last night’s republican caucus. The 
committee, in its report of candidates for 
minor ofticers, disregarded the wishes of 
Engle, independent, Lieutenant Governor 
Poyner, at the opening, announced a change 
in his position. Heretofore, he has held that 
the votes of a majority of the members-elect 
were necessary to choose permanent officers. 
He modified this by holding that only a ma- 
jority of the quorum was necessary. 

The senate then proceeded to vote for secre- 
tary. The depublicans voted for Cliff and 
Engle for Kennedy, while the democrats re- 
frained from voting. The lieutenant governor 
caused a number of their names to be re- 
corded as present, and then announced that 
Cliff was elected. 

The democrats protested, but were fetes 
less.

LIVINGSTON TALKS 


Upon the Proposition to Cut Of Grants 
and Subsidies. 


HOLMAN CALLS UP HIS RESOLUTION 


Committing the House to Rigid 
Economy. 


WHEN THE GEORGIAN TAKES THE FLOOR 


And Sounds the Keynote of Popular Dis- 
affection With Congressional 
Extravagance. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—[Special.}—The 
house spent all of today in discussing the 
Hoiman resolution, providing for the retrench- 
ment of government expenditures, and an- 
nouncing the house as opposed to subsidies and 
and bounties. 

The purpose of this resolution was simply to 
cominit to retrenchment and to repeal of sub- 
sidy and bounty laws. 

This congress proposes to repeal al! the per- 
manent appropriations except those upon 
which the credit of the government deperds. 
In this repeal will be included the subsidies 
and bounti.3 passed by the last congress, and 
now in existence. 

Such a repealing bill is quite certain to go 
through the house, but the chances are it will 
either be ki:led in the senate or the white 
house. The particular items aimed at are the 
steamship subsidies and sugar bounties passe1d 
by the iast congress, wnen Tom Reed was at 
the helin of legislation. ' 

Colonel Livingston's Speech, 

On this resolution today, Colonel Leonidas F. 
Livingston deiivered himself of his ‘*maiden” 
speech on the floor of the house of representa- 
tives. The doughty old allianceman had ex- 
pected this opportunity, and had prepared 
himself for it. He had not only prepared his 
speech, but Jikewise his dress. Indeed his 
shoes were freshly polished,and his pantaloons 
had a crease in them, showing that they 
were fresh from his trunk, and his 
new black “Prince Albert”? coat was 
buttoned close around his massive and mus- 
cular form. His face, with the exception of 
those chin whiskers, was shaved clean, ard his 
bald head polished until it reflected the ‘rays 
of the sun coming through the stained glass 
ceiling. 

He Was Well Recelved. 

There had been four long general speeches 
before the Georgian could get the floor, and 
when he did it was only for fifteen minutes, 
but in that time he madeaspeech which 
caught the house. and at the conclusion of 
which he was generously applauded. Indeed, 
the members crowded c:ese around him, for it 
is unusual fora new menber to talk.so early. 

But the man from Newton is neither timid 
nor diftident, and when he went at the repub- 
lican opposition like an old stager he was 
warinly applauded. 7 

Mr. Livingston’s Speech. 

Mr. Livingston said that, from one. 
end of the land to the other, there existed 
today more destitution and distress than had 
ever before been known in the history of the 
country. It was time for congress to calla 
halt in the making of unnecessary and reckless 
appropriations, The cause of’ this distress was 
a large increase in taxation, which today was 
five times as muchas it was in 1860. How 
could the producers of the country live under 
such asystem of taxation? While the rate 
of taxation had been increasing, the price of 
products had been decreasing. Cotton had 
gone down fron:10 cents, 1860, to 64 cents, in 
the city of Augusta,Ga. What had gone 
down in_ proportion? The legislation 
of congress had increased taxa- 
tion, and had decreased the means of 
payingit. Wasit not time that.the farmers 
and laborers should be heard on this floor? 
The resolution offered by the gentleman from 
Indiana not only contained sound democtfatic 
principle, butit was honest and statesman» 
like. Hedid not see how any gentleman, 
whether he belonged to the first, second or 
third party, could do aught but support it. 
The people were looking with their eyes and 
listening with their ears for some sign of relief 
from this congress. Would they receive it, or 
would they be sent word,as they had been sent 
during the last twenty-five years, ‘‘work on and 
we will take care of the government.’”’ The 
passage of this reso!ution would encourage the 
workingmen of the country, and he gave it 
his earnest support. 

Colonel Winn’s Work. 

Colonel Winn introduced bills today to pen- 
sionthe survivors of the Creek and Florida 
wars; also allowing the court of claims to 
pass upon claims of persons who lost horses 
and other property while in the service of the 
union army; also to perfect the records of the 
Georgia troops in the union army.

GREENVILLE, S. C., January 14.—{Special.] 
The town of Laurens, 8. C., has suffered se- 
verely from iosses bv fire for several weeks 
past, both inits business and residence por- 
tions. The circumstances were such as to 
cause the belief that some of them were incen- 
diary. About a week ago, Mrs. Richardson’s 
boarding house was discovered on tire, but was 
extinguished before any damage was done.

TWO CARDINALS DEAD.~ 


Cardinal Manning and Cardinal Simeon! 
Both Pass Away. 
oe January 14.—Cardinal Manning is 
The cardinal continued to grow weaker and 
weaker during the night, until finally his pros- 
tration became complete. He was able, how- 
ever, to join in the prayers which were being 
offered at his bedside. His eminence continued 
these supplications for divine mercy until half- 
past 7 o’clock, when he became anconscious, 
His death was calm, and he passed away evi- 
dently without pain. Telegrams of regret 
from all parts of the world are being received. 


The Death of Cardinal Simeonti. 


Roms, January 14/—Cardinal Simeoni, 
formerly pas secretary of state and prefect 
general of the propaganda, died today. His 
death was due to an attack of influenza, from 
which he had been suffering for several days. 

Geovoni Simeoni was born at Palino, in the 
diocese of Palestrina, July 23, 1816, and, 
having been ordained priest, he was,on account 
of his solid learning, employed in various 
oftices of considerable importance. Having 
been created cardinal! in 1875, he remained in 
the nunciature at Madrid in the quality pro- 
nuncio; and, on the death of Card.nal Anto- 
nelli, in 1876, he was appointed secretary of 
state to Pius IX., an office which he retained 
until the death of that pontiff. He was suc- 
ceeded, as secretary of state, by Cardinal 
Fronchi, in March, 1878, when Pope Leo XIII 
appointed Cardinal! Simeoni prefect of the pro- 
paganda. 

Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli, papal secre- 
tary of memorials, will succeed Cardinal Sime- 
oni as prefect general of the propaganda. 

Other Deaths. 

General Robert Ransom died at New Berne,N. C., 
yesterday morning. He was a younger brother of 
Senator M. W. Ransom, and major general of 
cavaliryin the confederate army. He graduated 
at West Point in 1850. He distinguished himself 
in many battles, especially at Mary’s Heights, 
Fredericksburg. He was of late years assistant 
engineer on the government works for the deep- 
ening of water courses in eastern Carolina. 

Mrs. J. A. Willbanks, an esteemed lady of 
Athens, Ga, after a lingering illness, died Tues- 
day night, and was buried yesterday. 

Judge Manson Glass,the father of Mrs. D. H. 
Dougherty, of Atlanta, died at his home in New- 
ton county January 15th at 6:10 o’clock a. m. 

B. Neider, a Birmingham tailor, was found dead 
in his room in’Anpiston, Ala., at the Leach 
house. He arrived there Wednesday night and 
was assigned a room at once, complaining at the 
time of being sick. 

Dr. D. B. Verdel, one of the oldest and most 
prominent physicians of Elbert county, died two 
days ago in Coifee county, and his rewains have 
been taken tc Elberton to be interred at Bethle- 
hem church, Dr. Verde) had a daughter teaching 
in Coffee county. He received a telegram an- 
nouncing that she was very ill. He was in bad 
bealth himself, but left immediately for tbe be«- 
side »>f his daughter.

He was seventy years old and has been a very 
successful practitioner of medicine in Elbert 
connty for nearly fifty years, His daughter is 
rapidly recovering.

He was a volun- 
teerin the war of 13812, and was quartermaster 
under General Jackson at the battle of New Or- 
leans.

The funeral services of Major R. F. Lawton, in 
Macon, were largely attended yesterday morning, 
from the residence of the deceased on College 
street, in thatcity. The great sorrow manifested 
by alishowed the great affection and esteem in 
which he was held.

Victor as Heir to the Throne 


AND MAY WARRY THE BRIDE-ELECT. 


The Prince of Wales Announces the 
Death of His Son..- 


WHILE THE GOSSIPS OF THE REALM 


Want the Coming Man to Take the 
Bride as Well as the Throne of 
His Dead Brother. 


Lorwpon, January 14e—The duke of Clar- 
ence, heir to the throne of England, is 
dead. 

This makes the second son of the prince 
of Wales, Prince George, the heir. 

Prince George’s health is not very good 
at present. As he is the only remaining 
son of the prince of Wales, his death

would devolve the succession upon his old- 
est daughter, the duchess of Fife. 

And thus, for the first time in centuries, 
an English subject would be entitled to 
the place of prince consort, and the reign 
of woman over the British empire, begun 
in 1837, would be continued indefinitely. 

Albert Victor was to have married his 
cousin, Princess Mary, of Teck, on the 27th 
of February. Already a movement has been 
started, insisting that Prince George should 
take his brother's place at the nuptial altar, 
as well as upon the throne. 

The Story of Albert Victor's Death. 

Lord Mayor Evans this morning received 


the following dispatch from Sandringham: 
Our beloved son passed away at 8 o’clock today. 
ALBERT EDWARD, 

On receipt of the news the lord mayor at 
once gave orders to have the great beil in St. 
Paul’s cathedral tolled and also sent the fol- 
lowing message to the prince of Wales: 

We are profoundly moved by the sad news and 
have communicated it to our fellow citizens. We 
tender our deep and respectful sympathy with 
your royal highness in this great sorrow and 
national calamity. 

What the Bell Meant. 

When the solemn tolling of the great be)!s in 
St. Paul’s cathedral was heard this morning 
they conveyed to every one within hearing of 
their deep-mouthed booming the fact that the 
duke of Clarence and Avondale had -passed 
away. The bells in St. Paul’s are never tolled 
save on the occasion of the death of the heir 
to the throne, and, therefore, no further infor- 
mation was necessary for the people of London 
to make them aware that, after a gallant 
struggle, the duke had finally succumbed. 

The Flag at Half-Mast. 

Up to noon no official bulletin of the death 
of the duke had been issued at Sandringham 
hall, but soon after 10 o’clock the blinds of the 
house were drawn, and the flag on the church 
was placed at half-mast, and the church bell 
began tolling. 

These facts gave to the people waiting about 
the gates the first information that all was 
over. From an early hour this morning rein- 
forcements of police were detailed to duty 
about Sandringham hall, and they preventec 
any access to the house. As the day pro- 
gressed, the crowd in the vicinity of Marl- 
borough house increased. The mall was at 
times completely blockaded with carriages 
conveying the most noted people of the king- 
dom. Lord Salisbury, prime minister, and 
Lady Salisbury, and nearly the entire diplo- 
matic corps, wereamong the callers. 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon the following dis- 
patch was received from Sandringham: 

Atter a marked improvement during the early 
pers ot the night, the streneth of the duke of 


larence and Avondale suddenly failed. About 2 
o’clock he began gradually sinking, and death oc- 
curred at 9:15 o’clock a. m. 

This dispatch was signed by the three physi- 
cians who have been in attendance upon his 
royal highness. Belisin Westminster abbey 
tolled from 12 o’clock unti! 1 o’clock. 

The New Crown Prince. 

Prince George of Wales becomes heir ‘of 
he prince of Wales, and, therefore, heir pre- 
sumptive to the throne. He was born June 3, 
1865. He soon displayed a predilection for 
naval affairs, and after serving in minor ca- 
pacities, was appointed in March, 1890, to the 
commandof the new gunboat Thrush, and 
while on this vessel he was attached to the 
British North American squadron. In Au- 
gust, 1891, he was promoted to the rank of 
commander in her majesty’s fleet. 

Preparing for the Burial. 

Messages of sympathy and condolence have 
been received by the queen from rulers of al] 
the civilized countries of the world. The 
prince of Wales wanted the burial to be at 
Sandringham, but the queen decided on Wind- 
sor. 

The queen has also ordered that the court 
go into full mourning for three months, and 
canceled all ‘‘drawing rooms’ and state 
levees. She has announced that the funeral 
of the duke would be a state function, and 
that it would be held in St. George’s chapel, 
Windsor palace. It was in this chapel that 
the marriage of the duke to Princess Victoria 
Mary was to have taken place February 27th 
next. 

eorge May Marry His Brother's Affianced 

The gossip concerning the succession ' which 
was freely indulged in during the illness of the 
duke, has been greatly increased by his death. 
It is generally agreed that haste will now be 
made in bringing about the marriage of Prince 
George, toremove the possibility of the Fife 
succession. 

On July 29, 1889, Alexander William 
George Duff, who was then earl of Fife, but 
who was subsequently created duke of Fife, 
married Princess Louise Victoria Alexander 
Dagmar, eldest daughter of the prince and 
princess of Wales. Of this marriage was born 
on May _17, 1891, a daughter who was chris

tened Alexandria Victoria Alberta Edwina 
Louisa Duff. As the succession now stands, in 
event of the death of the prince of Wales and 
Prince George, the throne of England would 
fall to the wife of the duke of Fife, and after 
her death to Lady Alexandria Duff, her 
daughter, who is not yet a year old. 

This possibility is not viewed with equanim- 
ity by members of the nobility, who believe 
that heirs to the throne should be of the full 
blood royal. It is hinted very broadly that a 
marriage between Prince George and Princess 
Victoria Mary of Teck will be arranged. 

The newspaper, Modern Society, however, 
today asserts that a marriage‘has already been 
arranged between Prince George and a » Hone 
ter of Prince and Princess Christian, who is 
his cousin. 

Prince George Is Popular. 

It may here be stated that Prince George is 
far more popular than his deceased brother 
was among all classes of British society. 

The St. James Gazette, in an article 
which is believed to reflect the general felling, 
Says: 

It would be sycophancy to say that the hapless 
prince was regarded with enthusiastic devotion or 
intense personal regard by a majority.of those 
whom he might have ruled. We have the best of 
reason to believe that in the death of the duke of 
Clarence and Avondale we have lost a promisin 
young prince, whose untimely taking off weal 
claim our meed of sorrow even'without the excep- 
tional circumstances of the occasion. But it is 
the circumstance of the approaching marriage 
wherein a special pathos lies. 

The death of the duke can hardly makea 
serious difference in the political or dynastic 
situation Prince George of Wales steps into 
the place of heir. If the tragic event has any 
lesson it is that it is a duty that princes owe to 
their subjects, from their position, to take 9

Prince George Not an Englishman. 

The death of the duke of Ciarence, heir 
presumptive to the throne of England, brings 
prominently before the world the fact that the 
future king, should Prince George ever sit on 
the throne, will be only one-fourth an English- 
man. The prince of Wales is by blood only 
halfan Englishman, his father, the prince 
consort, having been a foreigner who never 
loss the Hanoverian accent. The prince of 


Wales married the Princess Alexandra of. 


Denmark, daughter of Christian IX, the 
reigning king of that country. Prince George 
Frederick Ernest Albert, the second son of 
that marriags, now, by the death of his elder 
brother, heir presumptive to the throne of 
England, is half Dane, one-fourth German 
and one-fourth Englishman. Indeed, he is 
not quite one-fourth an Engiishman by blood, 
for his grandmother, Queen Victoria, was not 
wholly of Engiish descent. Really, if the 
matter be traced back a littie it will be found 
that Prince George is little more than one- 
eighth anEnglishman. Thisis the complex- 
ion of monarchy. 

So greatly does foreign blood predominate 
in the veins of the young heir presumptive 
that, inthe event of his accession to the throne, 
English royalty may be said to — a 
Danish and Teutonic invasion. As a curious 
coincidence the emperor of the Germans is in 
a large degree an Englishman, being in fact 
the grandson of Queen Victoria. Verily it 
begins to appear like a new brotherhood of the 
Teatonic division of the Aryan race. 

The foliowing inquiry is one which has sug- 
gested itself to a good many minds: 

EpIror “oNsTIrcuTioN—Since the death of the 
Duke of Claranceand Avondale, the next son of the 
Prince of Wales becomes the hei: presumptive of 
the throne of England. Now, suppose the Prince 
of Wales should die before his mother, Queen 
Victoria, Would Prince George still be the heir 
presumptive, or would the line of succession re- 
vert to the next oldest child of Queen Victoria, 
who I believe, is the Duke of Edinburg? 

This question was discussed today by a party of 
gentlemen, and some claimed that, if the prince 
of Wales died before his mother, the queen, the 
duke of Edinburg would become the successor to 
the throne, iustead of the prince of Wale’s eldest 
son. Others claim tbat the descent is lineal, not 
collateral, and that the prince of Wales’s brothers 
were entirely out of the line of succession, as long 
as the prince had any children of his own living, 
even though he were to die before his mother. 

Tocarry the inquiry further, suppose Prince 
George were now to die, then who would be the 
heir presumptive, he being the oy! living son of 
the prince of Wales? Would it be his next child, 
who married the duke of Fife, or would her being 
a@ woman cause the succession to revert to the 
prince of Wales’s brother? INQUIRER. 

The English law of primogeniture vests the 
inheritance in the eldest son and hisissue. In 
the inheritance of land, primogeniture did not 
apply to women, but, the crown being indi- 
visible, it became necessary, in the succession 
to the throne, to apply the rule to females as 
well as to males. : 

Thus, if the prince of Wales should die, his 
oldest living son wou!d stand in his place, heir 
apparent to the throne. 

The question, as to the succession of the 
duchess of Fife in the event of the death of 
Prince George, is answered by the succession 
of Queen Victoria to her uncle, William IV. 
Her father, the duke of Kent, was heir 
apparent, and at his death his daughter 
acquired his title to the succession. It 
will be remembered that George III had 
nine sons and six daughters. Of these George 
IV and William IV sat on the throne. The 
duke of Kent came next in order, but he was 


dead when William IV died, and his daughter 
reigned in his stead. 
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And a Cold Wave Closely Followed. 
The Mails Delayed Several Hours. 


GREAT DAMAGE TO THE RAILROADS. 


Hundreds of Trains Indefinitely Sus- 
pended—Miles of Track Under 
W ater—Heavy Farm Damages. 


The rainstorm has been succeeded by a cold 
wave, but the swollen streams of the southern 
states are still doing great damage to property 
along their line. 

Early yesterday morning the rain ceased, 
and immediately the mereury began to de- 
scend towards 7eroy 

Towards noon the cold wave which started 
in the northwast, after striking Texas, follow- 
iug the trend of the rain storm, st ruck <At- 
lanta. 

It was only a few hours beforeits chilling 
influences were uncomfortably perceptable. 

The indications atthe weather bureau last 
night were that the mercury will be within 
20 degrees of zero this morning. 

But today the dismal, gloomy snell of the 
last few days will be succeeded by bright sun- 
shine. 

Towards night the weather will begin to 
grow milder and tomorrow will be a pleas- 
anter day, at least such were the indications 
last night. 

Railroad Obstruction. 

The high waters have demoralized the rail- 
road schedules in a nuniber of places. 

The Marietta and North Georgia 
under water in several piaces, and the track js 
damaged considerably. All trains on the road 
were abandoned yesterday. Mr. King, of the 
railway mail service, yesterday wired Receiver 
Glover asking that a train be put on between 
Canton and Knoxville so that the local mail 
alopg the line could get an outlet over the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia. A 
wan was sent from the railway mail service 
department in Atlanta to Knoxville with in- 
structions to reach the mail from the local 
points along the Marietta and North Georgia, 
if at al! possible, in order to transfer it to the 
Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia at 
Knoxville. 

The Rome railroad from Rome to Kingston 
is reported to have been washed up for several 
hundred yards in different places. 

No trains are rupning. 

The East and West railroad, running from 
Cedartown to Veil City, Ala., intersecting the 
Georgia Pacitic and Talladega and Coosa 
Valley roads, is under water in eight cifferent 
places from seven to ten feet. All trains have 
been indefinitely suspended. 

The damage will amouut to thousands of 
dollars, and the heavy business of the road, 
principally building materia!, coal and iron, 
will be blocked for several days 

The Georgia Pacific road is broken at Talla- 
poosa, and trains between here and Birming- 
ham were abandoned yesterday. 

The damage, however, is not thought to be 
very great, and if the water recedes the prolr- 
ability is the road can be repaired and opera- 
tion of trains on regular schedule resumed in 
a day or two. 

The Atlanta and West Point is broken at 
West Point, and at Mount Meigs, Ala. 

The most serious trouble is at West Point. 
All trains on that road, beyond West Point, 
were indefinitely suspended yesterday. 

The Atlanta and West Point is under water 
one and one-half miles at West Point, and 
something over two miles at Cowles station, 
thirty miles above Montgomery. If the freeze 
don’t interfere aud the waters recede reason- 
ably fast, the company hopes to be making 
through trips in a day or two, but, of course, it 
is impossible to estimate the extent of the 
damage at present. A construction train will 
be placed on the road at Chehaw today and 
work westward, and -regular trains will con- 
tinue to run between here and West Point. 

Several spans of track on the Mobile and 
Montgomery division of the Louisville and 
Nashville between Mobile and Montgomery, 
are washed up at Brewton, Ala. An order was 
issued yesterday for the indefinite suspension 
of all trains on that division. The damage is 
thought to be great, and it will probably take 
several days to repair the road. 

The Alabama Midland road running from 
Montgomery, Ala., to Bainbridge, Ga., is said 
to have suffered greater injury than any other 
railroad property in the range of the terrible 
storm. Business is entirely suspended all over 
the systein, and will probably not be resumed 
for a week. The loss is estimated to be 
away up in the thousands of dollars. 

Owing tothe high water near Calhoun, some 
of the regular trains on the Western and At- 
lantic were suspended last night, but all trains 
will be put on regular trips this morning. 

Mr. King, of the railway mail service, yes- 
terday received advices from Birmingham 
and Chattanooga that the Alabama Great 
Southern was all right, and that all trains 
were running within twenty-five to forty min- 
utes of schedule time. 

Considerable trouble isreported from Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi. 

The Delayed Mails. 

No mail can be reached between LaGrange 
and Moatgomery. Thereis no delay in the 
Charleston and Augusta routes. All mails 
from New Orleans and the west are sent from 
’ Birmingham to Chattanooga. This transfer 
of routes makes a delay of from twelve to 
twenty-four hours in reaching Atlanta. 

Mr. King, of the railway tail service, was 
asked last night about the outlook for the re- 
establishment of regular schedules on the 
broken mail routes. 

‘Tcan’t say definitely,” he answered, ‘‘as 
we cannot get accurate information regarding 
the extent of the railroad damages. There 
will be litile delay on our part, for we can 
transfer the mail from one train or one 
road to another in a few minutes,

The Water Has Leen Rising Steadily All 
Day Long. 

home, Ga., January 14.—[Special,]— Today 
has been a fete day in Rome. Everybody 
was in for fun and frolic. The ceaseless grind 
of business has lulled fora little while, and 
pleasure lovers are making the most of it, 
Great crowds of laughter-loving citizens have 
tlocked all the day long to the water’s edge, 
While the jolliest of parties have floated up 
and down the streets of Rome in rafts of va- 
rious kinds. 

When morning brokein Rome a magnificent 
water scape greeted the observer's eye. Itdid 
not make any difference which direction the 
eves were turned, for all around great fields 
along the banks of the Etowah, the Oosta- 
naula and the Coosa were covered with water, 
and there was some water in the corporate 
limits. lor instauce, that section between the 
Rome railroad and the. Etowah, a portion of 
First avenue, Second ayenue, formerly How- 
ard street, down to Captain Ramey’s corner, 
the fourth ward, formerly DeSoto, and Broad 
street from the bridge to a little beyond the 
Masonic temple, except a part of the center 
of the streee known as Long Island, was 
tooded by daylight, and the waters were still 
rising and adding to the beauty of the scene the 
summitof Alto and the surrounding moun- 
tains were suow-capped. Many merchants 
worked most of the night moving their koods 
to higher quarters. Thousands of bales of 
cotton were being drayed to the hills and piled 
inany deep in frout of the Methodist church, 
the First Baptist church and the Central 
hotel, batall the merchants got their goods 
well up, and there Was no surprise or alarm 
caused, 


The Turbulent Etowah. 


The Etowah was the turbulent stream, and 
alinost dammed the flow of the Oostanaula, and 
the current down the track of the Rome rail- 
road was very strong. Att o’clock this morn- 
ing the Oostanaula registered 33.4 feet above 
low-water,mark, and was rising nearly three 
inches perhour. At 10a. in. tie waters were 
rising at the rate of twoinches, and were just 
begipning to creep into Rounsaville & Broc- 
ton’s warehouse. In the warehouse were sev- 
eral hundred bales of cotton that had not been 
removed, and they piled iton the roof. At noon 
the Ktowah was nsing about two anda half 
inches per hour, and was three aud.a half deep 
in the waterworks yard, and the well was 
filled. The Oostanaula at the same time regis- 
tered nearly thirty-five feet above low water, 
and was about three feet higher than the tlood 
of 158t. 

The Rivers Keep Rising. 

All the afternoon the rivers kept rising at 
about two inches per hour, and it is thought 
they will continue unti) some time tomorrow. 
The greatest freshet of Rome was in 1886, 
where the register showed 40.3 feet above low 
water, and perhaps above thirty-seven feet will 
mark the highest limit of this one. 

The fourth ward presented some novel 
scenes. in many of the stores the water al- 
most reached the second floor, and the little 
one story buildings’roofs above alone stuck out. 
Chickens in one or two places were roosting on 
the houses. In a little cottage towards the 
northern limit of the fourth ward, only a small 
plat of ground could be seen, water surround- 
ing it ten fee. deep in some places and women 
aud children were preparing to move. _On the 
grass stood two old oxen, and the nearest land 
was several hundred yards off. 

The electric light plant is under water, so 
is the waterworks, 

One Sad Scene. 

There was one very sad scene. Marion, the 
little infant daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
King, died yesterday and the burial took place 
today. Services were held at the house, on 
Second avenue. Myrtle Hill cemetery was 
across the Etowah, and the little casket and 
the friends and the family were carried in 
boats across the waters.

MONEY AT STAKE. 


Captain Blon Sued for $100,000 
Worth of Property. 


THE DECLINE IN THE COTTON MARKET. 


The Causes Which Led to It-The Note 
of a Well-Known Philadelphia 
Firm Goes to Protest. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 14.—[Special.]—A 
case of great interest is expected to come up 
in the superior court tomorrow. Itis the suit 
of Mr. Wayne, a son of the late General H. C. 
Wayne, and other parties against Captain 
Henry Blun. Property valued at $100,000 is 
involved in the decision. 

In 1883 Captain Blun bought from the 
Wayne heirs a tract of land consisting of 100 
acres. The parties now suing claim that 
Captain Blun was at that time agent for the 
late Dr. Buyler, one of the heirs, and bought 
the land direct from the doctor and the other 
heirs. They atlege that he bought it at less 
than he ought to have paid for it. They also 
claim that the land is now worth $100,000, and 
that Captain Blun foresaw a boom in lands 
around Savannai, but failed to notify them of 
it, which, as their agent, be should have done, 

On these grounds they seek - to recover 
the land, whichis stillin the possession of 
Captain Blun. The captain is represanted by 
George A. Mercer, and the plaintiffs by Hon. 
Pope Barrow and other lawyers. It is claimed 
that the heirs were very desirous to sell at the 
time, and that a comparison of the price paid 
for their Jand with thatat which other land 
was sold at the time, shows that they received 
the full market value. 

The Fall in Cotton. 

At noon today cotton had gone off four 
points, and the market was quite easy. This 
was a disappointment to those who had hoped 
for another rapid advance, like that of yes- 
terday. 

‘*] do not see any foundation for the expecta- 
tion that there is to be a great falling off in re- 
ceipts at once and a proportionate rise in prices,” 
said a prominent cotton man this morning, 

‘It does not look reasonable to expect a 
great slump in receipts after they have kept 
up so large and so steady for such a long time. 
I believe the falling off will be. gradual, and 
that those who expect to seo the market 
change rapidly tor the better will be disap- 
pointed. Relief will come slowly.” 

The decline this morning, it is thought, was 
caused by depression in England over the 
death of the prince. Sometimes these things 
affect the market all over the world. 

‘“‘A rise in cotton would be a good thing at 
this time, would it not?’ was asked several 
factors. Their answers were about as follows: 

“Tt would work well for warehousemen aud 
dealers who hold cotton, but I doubt if it 
would do any great good. It would encour- 
are planters to put in big crops and pitch 
in for a heavy cotton acreage. The experience 
of this year shows that such a thing would be 
disastrous.”’ 

A Note Guesa to Protest. 

Some surprise was caused here by the an- 
nouncement that a note of Joseph H. Coates 
& Co., of Philadelphia, had gone to protest. 
The firm has a branch in Savannah, which 
made this an important point to be watched by 
the creditors of the failing firm. A lawyer 
here received a telegram instructing them to 
protect the claim of the Philadelphia National 
bank for $25,000. They were delayed in ex- 
ecuting the papers because of the difficulty in 
obtaining a fifty-thonsand-dollar bond. This 
morning, however, the bond was executed, and 
summons of garnishments were served on all 
the leading cotton firms and warehouses ip the 
city. 

Robertson Fired Upon. 

Rev. J. D. Robertson is in trouble again.

It shall be the duty of each railroad company 
doing business in the State of Georgia to furnish 
to the Railroad Commission, upon demand, any 
books or papers in the possession of said railroad 
company and a written transcript or copy of any 
paper in the possession of said railroad company, 
which may appear to the Commission as necessary 
to aid them in the discharge of their duty.

Oe. 20.—Lumber, Coal, Lime, Brick, Stone, and 
all articles for which estimated weights are civen 
in Classification (except Live Stock, Ale and Beer, 
and empty Ale and Beer packages, L. C. L.), will 
be taken at actual weight when the weight can be 
ascertained, but when the weight cannot be ascer- 
tained, will be charged at the following estimated 
rates. This not to interfere, however, with the 
purty of Receiving Agent to weigh, if possible, 
and correct to actual weight. But whenever con- 
signnee or shippers of Lumber, Shingles or Laths, 
or the initial road over which shipment is made, 
shall claim an over or undercharge in freight on 
account of error in* weight, the equity of such 
claim shall be determined by the application of 
the estimated re of Lumber, Shingles or 
Laths given in this Rule, to a sworn itemized in- 
voice of the shipment on which error is claimed, 
and the charges to be collected or paid shall be 
thus fixed.

A Few Reflections. 

Almost without exception, the editors and 
politicians who are most prominent in ar- 
ranging the details and preparing the plat- 
form ofthe next democratic campaign take 
little account of the tremendous forces 
which have been and are still at work in 
the south amongst the agricultural and la- 
boring classes. The Charleston News and 
Courier,. for instance, deciares that the south 
will vote for the democratic nominee, who- 
ever he may, the inference being that any 
candidate and any platform will suit the 
southern people, so long as the candidate 
and the platform emanate from the demo- 
cratic convention. 

This view is based on the sitnation that 
grows out of the negro vote, but if The 
News and Courier had taken the trouble to 
study recent developments in itsown state 
we think it would agree with THE ConstI- 
TUTION that the farmers are not as ready to 
support any candidate and any platform at 
this time as they were a few years ago. Re- 
cent results in South Carolina have devel- 
oped this fact beyond all question, and, al- 
though itis an unpalatable fact, it would 
not be good politics toignore it. ‘Those who 
take account of this farmers’ movement 
know that it has extended beyond South 
Carolina, and is now an active and vigorous 
element in every southern state. 

Short-sighted editors have sneered at the 
movement, and ridiculed the demands of the 
farmers, without pausing to consider the 
fact that these demands grow simply and 
naturally out of the situation. THE Con- 
STITUTION has resisted the efforts of some 
of its contemporaries to read the fanmers out 
of the party because they have formulated 
the subtreasury plan on the Ocala platform. 
To read out of a party the bulk of its. voters 
is not a healthy proceeding, Tur ConstTI- 
TUTION has seen nothing in the movement 
to cause alarm, but the thoughtlessness with 
which many of our contemporaries have 
treated it has given us some concern. We 
think that the fact that the farmers have 
found out where the shoe pinches {s a very 
good thing for the party and for the country. 
The subtreasury plan would never have been 
heard of but forthe existence of the class 
legislation to match it, and all that the farm- 
ers demand is that they shall be placed on a 
footing with the rest of the people, so far as 
financial legisiation is concerned. They de- 
mand financial relief and reform, and it is a 
demand which the democratic party cannot 
afford to ignore. 

The Charleston News and Courler need 
not be too sure that the democrats of the 
south will vote for any candidate on any 
platform that may be put forward. It need 
not go far from its narrow urban environ- 
ment to discover its mistake. Does it suppose 
that the farmers of South Carolina will sup- 
port a democratic candidate opposed to the 
free coinage of silver, standing on a plat- 
form which ignores the demand for financial 
relief and reform? If it does, it has madea 
fruitless application of the lesson which the 
farmers of that state recently taught it. We 
may be very sure that the leaders and_ plat- 
form makers of the party will not make the 
mistake of ignoring the movement which 
has been going on among the southern 
farmers. 

Right at our hand is a text on the subject 
from The Monroe Advertiser, one of the 
most conservative newspapers in Georgia, 
printed ina county where the intelligence 
of the farmer has its highest development. 
‘‘Tariff reform,’’ says The Monroe Adver- 
tiser, ‘‘is put down in the book of the politi- 
cal manipulators as the only great issue to 
be fought out just now, while other im- 
portant issues are to be left in the back- 
ground for the present. But will this course 
satisfy the clamorous demands of the sun- 
browned and horny-handed democrats scat- 
tered all over the country, who know them- 
selves tobe sorely pressed financially from 
other sources besides the tariff, and who are 
sadly experiencing the need of other great 
reforms as well as-of tariff reform?’’ ‘The 
Advertiser goes on tosay that the platform 
to 
cover every important issue, and the rights 
and interests of all classes, even to the hum- 
blest plowman.”’ 

This is only another way of saying that 
the views of the farmers of the south are not 
to be ignored with impunity. For the first 
time since the war, the democratic leaders 
will have to take note of the demands and 
desires of the southern farmers in framing a 
national platform, and in nominating a can- 
didate. ‘The sooner this fact takes a firm 
hold on the minds of the politicians the bet- 
ter for the party and for the whole country. 


It Is New York. 


Disturbed and disgruntled by the recent 
democratic victory in New York—a victory 
far-reaching enough in its effects to be of a 
national character—The Tribune declares 
that ‘the electoral vote of New York will 
not make the next president.’’ As it stands, 
this statement is true, but it is not true as 
The Tribune means it. The electoral vote 
of New York will not make the next presi- 
dent because it will require 223 electoral 
votes to make the president, and New York 
has but thirty-six. Yet, in another and a 
wider sense, the electoral votes of New 
York will make the president, because they 
are necessary to democratic success. This 
necessity will prove to be overpowering 
| when the time comes. The candidate must 
of necessity be satisfactory to New York— 

therefore, the candidate that New York 
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selects or settles on will be selected by the 
democratic convention. ; 

New Jersey and Connecticut are pretty 
sure to go with New York, not only in the 
convention, but in the election. This year 
Connecticut has an additional incentive to 
vote with the democrats, if that were neces- 
sary—the republican larceny of the gov- 
ernor’s office—and Indiana, with a demo- 
cratic majority of sixty-six on joint ballot in 
the legislature, is not likely to vote with the 
republicans this year. Yet if Connecticut 
should fail, Michigan would give enough 
democratic electoral votes with some to 
spare, 

New York holds the key to the situation. 


“Number One.” 

In a sermon delivered last Sunday in 
Brooklyn, the Rev. Thomas Dixon, Jr., the 
sensational young preacher who is so much 
quoted just now, declared that ‘the abuse 
of our public highways today is little short 
of highway robbery,’”’ Then he pitched 
into various corporations, and said that they 
went in for personal gain, and not for pub- 
lic accommodation. In the course of his 
remarks he made the following points: 

Jay Gould didn’t invest his money for the 
good of the public. He invested it strictly in the 
interest of number one, and so did the other gen- 
tlemen who went in with him. He :s not a 
charity organization. Not much. Such is the 
Situation. What are you going to do about it? 
Mr. Gould can’t hear all your complaints. He 
hasn't time. He is busy clipping coupons, and 
the chances are you would do the game thing if 
you were in his place. It is human nature. 

Commenting on this sermon, The Rich- 
mond State pertinently asks if young Dixon 
is not looking out for ‘*number one’’ when he 
gets offsuch clap-trap. What sense is there 
in talking such unmitigated balderdash? 
We all know that self-interest is the main- 
spring of human action, but why remind 
people of it from the pulpit, and tell them 
that they would probably imitate Jay Gould 
if they were in his place? 

It is the silliest sort of whimpering to be 
all the time raising the ery that millionaires 
and corporations engage in business to pro- 
mote their own interests. All men do the 
same thing. ‘Number one’’ is not likely to 
ve forgotten by any man in the daily war- 
fare called business. 

The Two-Thirds Rule. 

At each meeting of the national demo- 
cratic convention in the past forty years and 
more the question has come up in the same 
old shape: Shall the two-thirds rule be 
adopted ? 

The Richmond Dispatch believes that this 
rule will be readopted this year, It says: 

The two-thirds rule originated in the necessity 
which compelled the slave-holding states not to 
allow a man hostile to their peculiar institution to 
be elected president of the United States. The 
Southern states in those times ‘stood like a stone 
wall” against northern interference with slavery, 
and as the southern states then cast more than 
one-third of the electoral votes’ in the whole 
union, it was clearly within their power to prevent 
the nomination of any aspirant whose views upon 
the slavery question, or rather upon questions 
growing out of the institution of slavery, were 
distastefultothem. The anti-slavery men styled 
the northerners who were willing to come to 
terms with the southern “slave-ocracy” “dough- 
faces.”’ But stern necessity forced the southern 
democrats to stand together in favor of the two- 


thirds rule. And their northern democratic allies 
stood by them manfully up to 1861. 
> . ca . 


Ceasing the reason for the law, the law itself 
ceases. This is the ground upon which it is now 
proposed, as it was proposed in 1876, in 1880, in 
1884 and in 1888, if not before 1876, to doaway with 
a rule which has been adopted by every democratic 
national convention for the last forty years and 
longer—the two-thirds rule. The southern states 
are still solid, and feelas if they were in some 
degree protected by that rule. The other states 
are divided into western, northwestern, Pacific, 
etc., etc., and these several groups of states feei as 
if they, too, were interestedin the preservation of 
the two-thirds rule. But the repeated adoption of 
that rule after the reason for its use has ceased to 
influence men’s judments is to be found no doubt 
in the fact that it affords all sorts of minorities a 
protection which they cannot otherwise secure. 
For instance, if the monometallists should consti- 
tute more than one-third of the members of the 
democratic n ‘tional convention of this year, they 
would be able to prevent the nomination ofa 
bimetallist for president. Of course they could 
not nominate a monometallist. The two-thirds 
rule operates, so to speak, negatively, not aflirma- 
tively. We refer to this as a mere illustration; 
but every reader can see for himself that it would 
not be strange if a rule first accepted for one rea- 
son and afterwards perpetuated for other reasons 
should become a favorite rule in national conven- 
tions and defy all efforts to secure its repeal, or, 
rather we ought’to say its disuse, seeing that it 
has to be affirmatively acted upon—adopted—by 
each succeeding national convention. 

With these facts and arguments so strongly 
lodged in the democratic mind, it goes with- 
out saying that the two-thirds rule will have 
$0 many advocates in our next national con- 
vention that it will be a very difficult matter 


to get rid of it. 
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An Outside View. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette is 
disposed to make a light matter of the de- 
pression in the south caused by the low 
price of cotton. Speaking of the proposed 
decrease of our cotton output, it says: 

If planters should decide to grow more corn and 
less cotton, there might be some excuse for that. 
But, after all, the question arises as to whether it 
would not be cheaper to purchase corn from the 
farmers of the great west than to substitute in the 
cotton-growing states corn forthat staple? This 
is a question that solves itself from the stand- 
point of common sense. If cotton could be grown 
in the west as it is in the south, it would no doubt 
be found more profitable than cereals. But since 
this cannot be done, it remains to be considered 
whether cotton is not the most important and 
profitable product that can be raised in our sovuth- 
ern states. It need not be apprehended that any 
foolishness will obtain in this direction. 

As for the present depression in the prices of 
cotton, consumers of cotton will be benefited by 
it, and cotton planters will adapt themselves to 
the new order of things, while curtailing their ex- 
penses and producing cotton upon a more eco- 
nomical basis. That will settle matters, and it is 
the only way to settle it. Two bales of cotton at 
present prices are better than one at higher 
prices--the latter resulting from crop failures, 
Even at the present figures, the cotton crop of tie 
south will bring more money into that part of the 
country than did the ante-war crops, and at the 
same time the people of the whole world that con- 
sume cotton will be benefited. Speculators at 
present may suffer, but the people will prosper, 
notwithstanding. There are no tears to be shed 
over the market values that result from bountiful 
harvests. 

And yet The Commercial Gazette admits 
that there would be some excuse for grow- 
ing more corn and less cotton. This is pre- 
cisely the view of the recent convention of 
cotton planters at Memphis. The delegates 
to that convention were practical men, and 
after discussing the situation from every 
point of view it was their conclusion that is 
would be good policy to decrease our cotton 
production 20 per cent, and give more atten- 
tion to cereals. Not one of them suggested 
that overproduction was a good thing for the 
world at large, and that the evils of low 
prices could be met by greater economy on 
the part of the planters. This point may 
occur to an outsider, but those who are 
familiar with life on @ southern plantation 
will hesitate before recommending a reduc- 


tion of expenses. Our planters live eco-

nomically, and they employ cheap labor. 
The trouble they have to contend with it!

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TILLMAN’S TROUBLES 


The Governor of South Carolina Under 
Scrutiny, 


SOME OF HIS PERSONAL ACTIONS PROBED 


J ohnson Hagood Suggested as the Man 
to Head the Campaign 
Against Tillman. 


Cotumara, S. C., January 14.—| Special.]— 
Sorth Carolina’s “reform” governor, B. R. 
Tillman, the horny-handed farmer, has been 
placed in the pillory, and “how will he get out 
of it” will be the question ringing all over the 
state in the next day or two. 

He stepped into a hornet’s nest,and bids fair 
to be stung to death politically. It happensin 
this way: The governor has always been a 
violent advocate of double assessments for 
banks and railroads, and one of his campaign 
cries was that the auditors should see to it 
that individuals returned their property at its 
true value. It cropped out a few days ago 
that the governor had sold twelve cows to the 
lunatic asylum, an institution under his direct 
control, at $36 each. 

The Governor’s Tax Returns. 

Now comes a dispatch from Edgefield, his 
home, giving an itemized list of the governor’s 
tax returns, in which it is seen that these cows 
were returned at $10 each. Among the other 
very funny items are: “Fifteen hegs, $20; one 
piano, $20.” 

But this is not the worst of it. In his recent 
message to the legislature the governor ad- 
vised against the practice of that body of ex- 
tending the time for the payment of taxes 
from December to February, The usual reso- 
lution, however, was passed, though there 
were threats that the governor would veto it. 
When it went to the governor he held it more 
than the three days allowed and took noactiou 
on it whatever. During this time, however, 
he allowed it to be stated through the news- 
paper channel most favorable to him, that he 
intended to veto it. This, of course, frightened 
the country people, many of them in desperate 
circuinstances, and those who had made ar- 
rangements to pay their taxes at the extended 
time, always allowed by the legislature, were 
badly thrown back. 

Throughout the state it was the accepted be- 
lief, until later, when it was developed other- 
wise, that the bill had practically been!vetoed, 
and that those who had not paid their taxes 
were in default. Here come the thunderbolt: 

In a dispatch to The State from Edgefield 
are these words: ‘“‘The governor, notwith- 
standing he was so anxious to raise tax money, 
and would not approve the resolution to ex- 
tend the time, has not yet paid his own taxes.”” 

Another Laughable Item. 


Here is another laugh on the governor. It 
daveloped yesterday that he had exceeded the 
$500 allowed him for “repairs, improvement, 
insarance and lighting for the executive 
mausion.”’ 

It was asscertained that under this head he 
made the following purchases: For hanging 
pictures, $10.50; work that could be done by » 
darkyin a day for$1l. Combs, $1.50; chair 
and lounge $16.50; dish pan, 50 cents, and 
nearly $50 for flowers and pots. It should 
be stated that the extravagancies of this 
‘‘farmer’’ governor were never heard of under 
the regime of the “‘aristoracy.”’ 


The Campaign Opened. 


The political campaign has begun and from 
now on things will be red-hot. The demo- 
cratic club of Blairs has nominated the fol- 
lowing gentlemen for state officers: For gov- 
ernor, Johnson Hagood; for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, J. Q. Marshall. 

Resolutions were adopted, by a unanimous 
vote, to support the ticket, believing them to 
be the most availabe men for the above 
named offices, and democrats of the true rank 
and tile.

B Strike of Bxpressmen Remains 


Unchanged, 


PP BRADFIELD RETURNS TO ATLANTA 


Has Been in 
Conierence—The Situation 
in Atlanta. 


The express messengers’ strike is still on. 

Both sides claim to be the winner, but the 
end is not yet. 

So far the strike has been a sword which cuts 
both ways, but whose head§will gu off the fat- 
Ure will tell. The express company suffers 
from the blockade in its business, and the 
messengers from being out of work. 

The situation, as it now is, is a hard one to 
analyze. 

On the one hand, the officials of the company 
dec\gre that their business is not affected. 

O the other, the messengers 
assert that the company is doing business 
under great disadvantages. 

A messenger declared yesterday that the 
Southern Express Company bad a larger 
force at work fifteen years ago, when the pro- 
portions of the company were much less than 
at present, than it has now. 

Superintendent Mayes, of the express com- 
pany, said last nightthat the company was 
hardly feeling the strike and was moving 
along nicely. New men were being putin 
barnes; and the regular runs were being well 
covered by competent men. 

Goods for shipment by express were being 
received yesterday, as on the day before, 
“subject to delay,’ but the employes 
of the company explained this by saying that 
it was on account of the flood. Several wash- 
Outs, they explained, had occurred on one or 
two of the runs leading out of Atlanta. 

A nuinber of extra men arrived here yester- 
day and were pressed into service as messen- 
gers. These are of the reserve force of the 
company, and have been working in its offices 
in ‘various towns in the. state and 
adjoining states. With this influx of 
resegve men, the non-union men and 
the men already put in the places of the 
strikers, the company managed to make nearly 
all its regular runs yesterday. 

Mr. J. H. Bradtieid, one of the head officials 
of the brotherhood, arrived here yesterday 
morning from Nashville, Tenn. He has been 
there with Chief Ziba Hard and was sent back 
to Atlanta to keen the strikers together. He is 
confident of the ultimate success of the 
strikers. 

There seems to be nothing in the report that 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
would join in the strike. There has been no 
meeting of the local brotherhood to take such 
astep. The regular meeting of the brother- 
hood -will be held on Sunday afternoon. 

The call wagons of the express company 
were running yesterday, as usual, bringing in 
freight.

‘ON HIS BRIDAL TOUR 


Ernest Lovick Is Arrested on a Tele- 
gram from South Carolina. 


BUT HIS WIFE DOES NOT DESERT HIM, 


He Is Guarded All Night at the Police 
Station With His Pretty Wife 
at His Side. 


Ernest Lovick, a prominent resident and 
business merchant of Columbia, 8. C., and a 
groom of a day, Was arrested in Atlanta yes- 
terday. 

He was on a bridal tour, he said, and his 
faithful wife stayed with him at the station 
house. 


The arrest was made at the request of the 
chief of police of Columbia. 

Night before last he telegraphed Captain 
Connolly to apprehend Lovick, who was sup- 
posed to be en route for Texas, and who would 
arrive in Atlanta at 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Call Officer John Abbott was detailed to 
watch for him. Promptly at the hour men- 
tioned the train drew in sight, and a well- 
dressed gentleman, with his young and pretty 
wife, descended from the platform. 

Immediately he was faced with a warrant 
and placed under arrest. 


Lovick stoutly protested all innocence of any 
crime. The local officers were ignorant of the 
charges, and as soon as the South Carolinian 
reached the office of a gg Manley, a tele- 
gram was sent to Columbia. _. 

To Patrolman Abbott thg’man gave the 
name of James Harmon. phi anda descrip- 
tion of him, together with/ the mention of his 
having been married the day before, were sent 
to South Carolina. 

Immediately a response came to the effect 
that the wrong man had undoubtedly been ar- 
rested, but that he should be held until the 
Columbia authorities were further heard from. 

It began to appear that it was a case of false 
imprisonment. , 

Captain Connolly telegraphed to South 
Carolina his intentions of dismissing the man 
at 6 o'clock unless the charges were made 
known and an assurance given that the right 
person was in charge. 

About 4 o’clock, a reply came. 

It asked that Lovick, by all means, be de- 
tained ; that it was he, for Harmon} had been 
found in Columbia, and Lovick had left on 
Wednesday, after marrying Miss Bowman, of 
that city. 

The charge was ‘‘Leaving the state of South 
Carolina witb intent to defraud creditors.” 

Lovick was accordingly locked up in Cap- 
tain Manley’s office. His wife remained with 
him, and he was put under guard by Patrol- 
man J. H. Smith. 

Lovick is hardly thirty years of age, and has 
a refined, intelligent look. He maintained 
his innocence last night as firmly as ever, 
declaring that he was not the man who was 
wanted. 

His wife is but a girl, hardly twenty years 
of age, and her pleading looks in her husband's 
be.alf enlisted a great deal of sympathy for 
them. 

Lovick will be held until a requisition is 
gotten and he can be sent for by the Columbia 
chief of police.

Burglars got in their work in good shape on

In neither instance was the affair discovered 


until yesterday morning when the proprietors | 


came to open. 

It must have been the work of professional 
crooks. 

At the general store of W. D. Smith, just 
below Pryor street, the front door was found 
partly open about 6 o’clock. Inside the store 
things were scattered about, and it was impos- 
sible to tell just how much had been taken. 

The crook or crooks got in through the front 
entrance. The lock had been broken right in 
one of the most central points in the city, the 
men accomplished their work and left with 
the door standing ajar. 

Near the safe were found instruments for 
cracking it, but the burglars had not made any 
attempt to open the iron door, because they 
were evidently frightened away. 

Yesterday morning the case was placed in 
the hands of detectives, while Mr. Smith was 
making an effort to find out the amount of 
goods stolen. 

Just below the store, at the saloon of M. 
Franklin, the crooks went even further. 

There they entered’ through the back door 
and their attention was directed solely to the 
safe. 

They had begun their work on it andin that 
instance also had undoubtedly been scared off. 
A fuse aud some dynamite were found yester- 
day, but the safe was all right. 

That the work in neither place was dis- 
covered until several hours after it had been 
done, shows how skillfully the burglars had 
goue about it. 

It had evidently been the same gang in both 
cases, for the tools at the one store and the dy- 
naumite at the other showed that their methods 
of operation were exactly the same. 

The cases are bothering the otticers a great 
deal. As yet they have not gotten the slight- 
est clue to the perpetrators, who, from their 
daring, must have had some previous expe- 
rience. 

Decatur street is the most carefully patrolled 
in the city, and it required the shrewdest kind 
of work for the burglars to have accomplished 
what they did. 

Two-thirds of the detective force is working 
on it.

SHOT AND KILLED. 


Two Negroes Engage in a Friendly 
Quarrel About a Quarter. 


ONE DARES THE OTHER TO PICK IT UP. 


It Leads to the Usual Results—One Negro 
Is Killed and the Other Runs and 
Is Arrested by an Officer.

A playful quarrel led to a tragedy at Hoff- 
man’s saloon, on Broad street, last evening. 

Sol Winston, a negro driver, was shot and 
instantly killed by another negro, Thomas 
Lilly. 

A quarter played a principal part. 

The affair happened shortly after 7 o’clock. 

The two negroes had entered the rear of the 
saloon—the Hunter street entrance—one just 
after the other. . 

When Lilly reached the bar he ordered a 
drink, and, turning around, noticed Winston. 
They had been casual acquaintances, and be- 
gan talking together. 

A few minutes had passed, when Winston 
placed his hand in his pocket, and,alrawing a 
quarter, threw it on the floor with the remark: 

“T dare you to pick that up.”’ 

Lilly laughed and started to stoop for it, 
when Charley Williams, a negro bartender, 


asked the two to quit their racket. 

‘‘Come on over tothe corner of the room 
and I'l] pick it up,” said Lilly. The coin was 
taken and the men went over to the place 
designated. They were. followed by several 
other negroes who had become interested in 
the friendly encounter. 

“Now pick it up,” called out Winston, as he 
threw the quarter to the floor again. 

Immediately Lilly leaned over and started 
to grab the coin. 

As he did so Winston pushed him back. He 
placed his right hand in his pocket and with 
his left continued to push Lilly away. 

In an instant a pistol was drawn, and raising 
it over his shoulder, Lilly brought it down 
with the barrel aimed at his opponent’s face. 
Winston evidently thought that Lilly meant 
merely to frighten him off, for he continued 

ushing, with his right hand still fumbling ir 
his pocket, ; 

Once more the pistol was raised and brought 
down, and the pushing still kept up. Lilly 
raised it again without a change in the shov- 
ing programme. 

The fourth time he drew it, and, quickly 
bringing it down, the negro fired. 

The ball struck Winston in the breast, 
piercing his right lung. The wounded man 
stooped down, picked up the quarter and 
started toward the door. 

On the step he fell and, while the blood 
poured forth from kis mouth, he was groaning 
in his death agony. 

A minute later he was dead. 

In the meanwhile Lilly had darted out and 
jumped from the platform into the street. 
Williams, the bartender, immediately 
leaped over the counter and followed. At the 
corver of mag and Hunter, Lilly threw his 
pistol away. ut he was not fleet enough, 
for a moment later he  wasin the grasp of 
Patrolman Bowie, who had just come up. 
Williams and Patrolman Wimbush assisted 
him. 

The officers conducted the negro to the sta- 
tion house. He made no resistance, bein 
nore frightened than otherwise. Not long al- 
ter the pistol was found by Sergeant Moss, 
with one chamber empty. 

At the doorway where Winston had fallen 
his pockets were searched, but neither a knife 
nor any other weapon wasfound. The body 
was removed to Howard’s, where an inquest 
will be held today. 

Winston was a driver fora furniture wagon 
and was about thirty years of age. 

Lili ‘the negro who did the shooting, was 
a youn ; boy hardly sine: J years old. Fora 
long while he has worked as porter for Mr. H. 
Bb. Elston, the Alabama street tailor. 

At the station house be expressed regrets at 
the occurrence and asserted that the pistol 
‘jest went off "fore he knowed it.”’ 

“Why did you draw it?’’ was asked. 

‘“‘Well, the other fellow was going to pull 
his knife on me,’’ said Lilly, in a tremulous 
tone. 

But the dead man's pockets disproved that. 

‘“‘T runned ’cause [I got skeered,”’ continued 
the negro. ‘‘Is he dead?’’ was then asked. 

On being told in the affirmative, Lilly sat 
down and ceased to talk.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, January 14.—The New York stock 
market was, in the main, comparatively quiet today 
with a drooping tendency during most of the time, and 
operations resulted in material losses fora few stoeks 
and immaterial! changes for the rest. The death of the 
heir presumptive to the British throne had its infu- 
ence in London this morning, and there was great ex- 
pectation on the part of the bearish traders that the 
demoralization of foreign markets in consegence of 
this event would be reflected here by liberal sales tor 
foreign account. Ina measure this was realized, but 
the dribblings of stocks from foreign sources were 
easily absorbed, and while they gave heavy temper to 
earlier dealings, they had little influence later in the 
day, and stocks which have an fniernationa!l market 
were in the main no weaker than the remainder of the 
list. The market was rather unsettled ali day long, 
and a while after the opening decline, which extended 
to 1 per cent in Missouri Pacific, 154 per cent in Sugar, 
and fractional amounts in the rest of the list, there 
was a firmer tone during the forenoon, dut iater prices 
generally settled away and failed to rally at any time. 
The movement, however, was slow, and, in most 
stocks, amounted to small fractions only. Industrials 
were firm, and Sugar, after its inarked loss at opening, 
actually scored a fractional advarce during the day. 
The strong point inthe market was Chesapeake and 
Obio shares, and preferred stock showed most pro- 
nounced strength, while common was specially active. 
The general list was unusually barren of feature, and, 
while low-priced shares were in many cases active, 
they were moved in narrow l@nits, and their final 
changes are generally insignificant. St. Paul was 
epecially active again, and fairly led the movement of 
the day, its final loss being larger than that of any 
other stock. The market closed quiet but weak, at 
_ about the lowest figures of the day. The list is almost 
invariably lower, but the majority show only slight 
losses. St. Paul is down 1',, Atchison, 1's, and Mis-

This is 
simply a matter of talk ond may be taken for what it 
is worth.

The Railroad Commission Goes for the 
Express Companies. 


THEY WILL CUT DOWN THEIR RATES. 


Some Important Business Before the 
Commission Yesterday Morning. 
Express Companies to Taw. 


The people of Georgia will have cheaper 
express, just as they will have cheaper tele- 
graphy. 

And for both of these they will owe thanks 
to the Georgia railroad commissioners. 


The last legislature placed the express com- 


panies and telegraph companies doing business 
in Georgia under control of the railroad com- 
mission to a considerable extent. 

If anybody believed that the commissioners 
would sit back content to be silently clothed 
in this ‘‘prief authority’’ without manipulating 
their power he was very much mistaken. 

Already the commissioners have brought 
the telegraph companies to taw, and now 
comes the Southern Express Company to get 
its dose. 

Yesterday the railroad commission was busy 
fixing up its schedule of rates for the express 
companies, and there is noticeable on that 
schedule a significant reduction. 

At present the Southern Express Company 
charges not less than 25 cents for each package 
sent by the company. No matter how small 
the package or parce], no matter how short the 
distance it is to be sent, a charge of 25 cents or 
more is putonit. If a package weighing a 
pound, orahalf pound as to that, is to be 


“sent no farther than from Atlanta to Decatur, 


the quarter of a dollar must be planked down 
to pay the freight. 

The commissioners are going to put a stop 
to this. 

Yesterday they invited Mr. Butler Mays, as- 
sistant superintendent of the Southern Express 
Company, to appear before them and render 
an arguinent in behalf of the express com- 
pany against their contemplated reductions in 
express charges. Mr. Mays will go before 
them, and give a full explanation as to why 
the rates are as high as thevare. He will give 
a very fair and free argument in favor of the 
Southern Express Company, but to judge from 
what one of the commissioners said ves- 
terday, the express company’s claims will not 
be swallowed down as easily as they might. 

The commission seems bent upon breaking, 
at least, one rule of the company, and that is 
the one referred to above, the charging of not 
less than 25 cents for any package or parcel 
shipped. 

V'he case will come up for a final decision on 
the 2tith instant, and the rates as fixed by the 
railroad commission will be published on that 
day. 

This Is Very, Very Strange. 

Toa reasonable, discerning man,it would 
seem impossible to convict a prisoner of 
forgery, if that prisoner could not write his 
own name, nor read it if it were written for 


him. 

And yet there is a man of just this descrip- 
tion now wearing the chains and stripes and 
slaving away in the ranks of Georgia convicts. 

His name is George W. Sprattin, and he 
was convicted of forging a check on the Gate 
City National bank and sentenced right here 
in Atianta to five years in the chaingang.; 

He now petitions for pardon, and bases his 
petition upon the ground that he cannot read 
nor write, and had a very poor defense in 
court on trial, his lawyer being drunk and he 
having no money to procure more competent 
legal counsel. 

‘He states in his petition his age, and 
that he has served two years out of 
his tive; that he was a confederate soldier and 
was woundetin tle battles around Atlanta. 
He has rheumatism, and since his incarcera- 
tion his wife has died, leaving his poor little 
children to struggle as-best they can against a 
hard, cold world and cruel fate. 

There is something pathetic in this man’s 
appeal for executive clemency. He begs to be 
restored to his dear little motherless. children, 
that he might even in his old age give.to them 
that support which they need, and which an 
innocent man has a right to give. 

He will doubtless be pardoned. 

A Convict Dies. 

Yesterday news was received at the office of 
Colonel Jones, keeper of the Georgia peniten- 
tiary, that Henry Heard, convicted of may- 
hem, died from consumption out at the Chat- 
tahoochee convict camps, near this city. 

He was tried in the courts of Savannah for 
cutting off another man’s ears, and was sen- 
ten for three years in the penitentiary, 
Usually, when convicted of this crime, pris- 
oners are sent up for lile. 

It is said that there are thirty very severe 
cases of grip out at the Chattahoochee camps 
among the convicts.

The old advisory board was composed of the 
following members: Colonel Kell, Colonel 
William Girard, of Savannah; Colonel C. M. 
Wylie, of Macon; Colonel W. F. Jones, of

A good many who are interested in the mil- 
itary affairs of Georgia have questioned the 
wisdom of Governor Northen’s action just for 
this reason, though none may doubt the ful! 
capability of the new members. 

Today’s Meeting. 


The first thing before the new board to- 
day will be to organize fully and get ready for 
business. 

They. will discuss the encampment matter, 
too. It will be merely a preliminary discus- 
sion, however. 

The list of offers for the permanent encamp- 
ment site will be made up, and the claims, of 
each considered. 

There is now about $6,000 worth of property 
belonging to the state at Chickamauga, con- 
sisting of tent floors, mattresses, stoves, wheel- 
barrows and other property. This will be re- 
moved to whatever place is decided upon for 
this year’s encampment.
